The ca pita l per worker in India is verv, very 
low a nd India 's a nnua l production per ca pita is 
$ 13 [>er yea r, figured in United Sta tes money. 
We ca n get a s poor a s India if we continue to 
ea t up the seed corn— the ca pita l—by w’hich the 
effort to get wha t we need is reduced. 
If the Administra tion must ha ve more ta xes, 
let it be by a ta x on the unsocia l use of wea lth ; 
the destruction of wea lth; the extra va ga nt, in­ 
tempera te a ppropria tion to the persona l needs 
of individua ls.
